next 20, Significant changes would 
occur long before that. 

A central feature of Weil'a plan 
ia the conversion of almost all the 
downtown area to a pedestrian 
district free of motor vehicles. Ln- 
volved ig an area bounded by King 
George Avenue, Independence 
Park, the Generali Building and 
Rehov Hanevi'im. In this 260- 
dunam tract, 20 dunama of 
sidewalk is the total given over to- 
day to pedestrian use — seven per 
cent of the total area. In the Weil 
plan, this figure ia quintupled to 37 
per cent by the creation of 
pedestrian streets, parks and 
Plagzas. Jaffa Road, today the 
city’s main traffic artery, would 
become — from King George 
eastward — the spine of this 
pedestrian district, although two 


alternative schemes — one en- 
visioning the quarter's preserva- 
tion and the other {fs demolition. 
If the quarter is demolished, the 
low-lying site would be covered by 
a platform stretching from the 
Rassco Tower on Rehov Hillel to 
the Generali Bullding. Atop the 
platform would be plazzas lined 
by new residential and com- 
merical structures. Below would 
be an an enclosed shopping centre 
and below that, a parking garage. 

If the quarter is preserved, 
Well recommends extending it to 
the south by adding bulldings in 
similar scale on the site now ser- 
ving as a parking lot to Beit 
Hamehandes.

We went, of 
course, Now, several factories 
later and with far too many 
sweats under my belt (amazingly, 
1 didn’t gain any weight), I shall 
try todesoribe some of the goodics 
on the market this holiday acason, 
what they cost — with and without 
the fancy packaging — and where 
you ean find them. 

Let me say first that this report 
does not include the swecta 
produced by the large monopoly 
comprised by Elite, Lieber and 
Ce-De. These account for perhaps 
90 per cent of the candy market, 
Although produced by mechaniz- 
ed assembly-line methods, these 
sweets are of good quality and 
more popular in price than the 
specialty brands. Some of their 
brands are of very high standard, 
But this is subject material for 
another article, hopefully In the 
near future. 

For this pre-holiday report, I 
shall concentrate on the lesser- 
known firms which are reputed to 
produce candies of special quali- 
ty. Among them are 
Hammerachlag, Steinhardt, Ple- 
colo and Cafe Rowal in Tel Aviv, 
Oppenheimer and La Javonaise of 
Jerusalem, Barth of Ramat Gan, 
Berman In Kiryat Motzkin, and 
Taste of Israel in Rishon Lezion.

Cover and simmer over a very low 
fire for at least two hours after 
seasoning with salt. pepper, 
paprika and the juice of a lemon. 

About 20 minutes before the end

THIS BOOK evoked in me a mix- 
ture of joy and sadneas. I rejoiced 
to read once again hard evidence 
of the existence of the Inter- 
national Jewish Conspiracy, The 
authors of the book tell us the 
following about the activities of 
the InJewCon's Zionist Tentacle:

Technology without art 
re Oe τν 


AMI SHAVIT, a 41-year-old sometime 
lecturer in “Technology and Contem- 
porary Art” at Tel Aviv University, is 
Israel's Kinetic Sculptor, with almost’ 
no challengers in the field. Of late, 
however, ho seems to have concen- 
trated on print-making and his current 
show (at the Arta Gallery, Jerusalem, 
behind the Orgti Cinema) is devoted to 
nearly 60 prints, while only six of his 
kinctle sculptures, similar to ones 
seen bofore over the years, are dis- 
played. One wishes the balance had 
been the other way round. 

Shavit's Hthegraphs and silk 
screens (many of the latter utilize 
florescent colours and are displayed 
under ultra-violet lights) are all of im- 
peccable technical achievement. They 
are all also based on photographs of 
the elements that make up the subject 
matter: aerial views of Israel: shots 
of soldiers that are sometimes 
transmuted into doll-like figures 
suggesting androids; and photographs 
of Shavit’a own kinetic sculptures in 
motion. The latter are called “kinetic 
prints" but there Is nothing kinctic 
about them ai all; they remain simply 
blocked-out areas of 2 photograph 
rendered in various evlours. The

Spineless play 


DREYFUS WAS one of the big 
successes of the 1978/4 Paris 
geason, and catapulted its young 
French-Jewish author, Jean- 
Claude Grumberg, to instant 
fame. The play failed on 
Broadway, but this might have 
peen due to the fatuous adaptation 
of Gerson Kanin who made ull the 
characters sound like borscht-belt 
Jewish comedians. 

I found it hard to understand 
what the Parisians saw in the play 
when I read it (both in the French 
original and the Kanin adap- 
tation); I find it even harder to un- 
derstand now after I saw it this 
week at Habimah. Dreyfus is an 
empty plece of writing with great 
pretensions; it is mildly amusing 
{n parts with its traditional Jewish 
humour, especially in the begin- 
ning, it has long irrelevant 
atretches, and in the end says 
nothing. 

As the title suggests, Dreyfus is 
a play about anti-Semitism, based 
on the story of the French army 
captain who in 1805, wan falsely 
accused of treagon, then convicled 
ina blatant miscarriage of justice 
because he was a Jew. What the 
author is trying to prove here is 
that anti-Semitism is a disense 
which may crop up anywhere, in 
1th century France, tn Czarist 
Russia, in reactionary Poland of 
the '80a, in highly civilized Ger- 
many ofthe sume period ἃ truth 
known to anyone with « amutter- 
ing of Jewlsh history. There 
Seema also to be ἃ hidden message 
but givon the banality of the entire 
Play ft wasn't worth trying: le fine it. 

Dreyfus is built inainly as a 
play within u play. A group of 
amateur actors In 1880, in the 
Polish town Vilna, are rehearsing 
their new production. ‘Phia time It 


is not the usual Tevye the 
Milkman or another Sholem 
Alcichem, but a play written by 
Maurice, the group's director, a 
young local intellectual and 
revolutionary {dealist. It is about 
Dreyfus, the Jewish martyr, and 
Emile Zola, the Intrepid French 
fighter for justice, Rehearsals are 
golng poorly because the actors 


find it difficult to impersonate the 


allen French characters, especial- 
ly the hero. Who ever heard. of a 
Jew who was a captain in the 
French army? In addition, some 
of the actors, hams of the old 
school, interfere with the direc- 
tor's intentions, and even want to 
re-write the play. 


CHIEF AMONG the latter is Ar- 
nold, a barber and old hand at 
amatour acting — the great 
Morria Schwartz himself once 
complimented him — who is cast 
as Emile Zola, though he wanted 
to play the hero. However, since 
he is forced to take on a support- 
Ing rale, he wants at Icast to beef 
it up by adding some songs and 
dancing. 

Zina, another old hand of the 
group whom the director 
relegated to the mob shouting 
“‘denth to the Jews!"', wants the 
uuthor-director to write In 
Dreyfus’ mother so that she can 
play the part, Dreyfus had to have 
uu mother, didn't he? And to show 
what she means, she improvises a 
seene in the best tradition of Yid- 
dish melodrama in which she begs 
her son Lo give up the {dea of 
heeoming an officer in a goyish 
army, and Jearn Instead to be a 
tallor like a good Jewish boy. 

Aud then there is Mottel the 
tailor who plays an army offleer, 
and a jess murtial figure never

mounted the stage. He is also in 
charge of sewing the costumes. 
He insists that the officers’ un- 
iforms be dark red instead of the 
blue on which .the authenticity- 
minded Maurice is set, because he 
has a large piece of goods left over 
from the previous production. 
The worst trouble comes from 
Misha, the young shoemaker who 
is desperately unable to under- 
stand the part of the hero he was 
chosen to play. A Jew in the 
French army, wearing ἃ fancy un- 
iform with gold braid, carrying a 
aword? In vain Maurice trlea to 
convince him that there are all 
sorts of Jews in the world, not only 
the kind Misha knows, in Vilna. 
Misha is uncomfortable in the 
uniform, figuratively and literally 
{Mottel is not much more of a 
tailor than he 15 an actor) — until 
something happens. Two drunken 
Polish hooligans break into the 
hall and start molesting the aged 
eareinker. Maurice who believes 
in the brotherhood of man tries to 
dissuade them with logical 
arguments to abandon their evil 
ways, but to no avall, then Misha 
descends on them in the full splen- 
dour of his uniform, and bran-

dishing his tln sword makes them 
flee. The deed accomplished, he 
asks his girlfriend Miriam “Did I 
act the character?'' and she em- 
braces him tn approval. 

Still the project is given 
up, a8 we learn in the second act 
which starts with Arnold and 
Mottel rehearsing & scene from 
Tevye the Milkman. Some time 
has elapsed. We further learn that 
Maurice has gone to live in War- 
saw where he has a job in a fac- 
tory, Joined the Communist party, 
made friends with gentiles, and 
writes letters full of hope for the 
future of mankind; Misha who 
meantime married Miriam and is 
living In Berlin, also writes 
enthusiastic letters about life 
among really eclvilized people (the 
year is 1931), though here and 
there some anti-Semitic hooligans 
cause trouble; as for Arnold, Zina 
and Mottel, they too think of 
emigrating, to England perhaps. 
Meantime they go on rehearsing 
Tevye, and thus the play ends, on 
a vague note. 

With an apparent lack of faith 
in the audience's intelligence, the 
director adds the sound of 
marching fect heard offstage as 


an Indication of an approaching 
holocaust. Dreyfus 15. a curiously 
spineless play. It branches out in 
many directions bul has ne hard 
core. There is, for instance, the 
short appearanee of the Zionist 
lecturer, dressed In formal 
elothes, willl claburate manners 
to match, who speaks of the 
Premised Land which is in every 
Jew's heart, We arc left unclear 
whether he Is to be taken seriously 
or as a figure of fun. Surely the 
author couldn't have meant his 
lecture on Zionism given on the 
kindergarten level to be an 
answer to the iHlusions harboured 
by the other characters in the 
play. And {f he is a fool, what does 
his foolishness represent? Whal 
was the purpose of dragging him 
in, morning coat, black tle and 
all? 

The best that could be sald 
about Leonard Schach's direction 
of this foolish play is that he let 
threo veteran actors have their 
fun and amuse the audience. 
Shimon Finkel is having a great 
time as the hammy Arnold, and 
Shmuel Rudensky complements 
him well as the clever, ironical 
Mottel. They are both outhammed 
by Lia Koenig who earns bursts of 
applause at the open curtain, es 
pecially with her portrayal of the 
yiddishe mamme. 

Alexander Peleg is too ascetic 
as Maurice and his bursts of anger 
don't convince, and Ariel Furman 
plays Misha who plays Dreyfus 
with an ineptness which goes too 
far. 1 liked Israel Rubinchik ag the 
wise old caretaker. 

Joe Kar! designed an authentic 
looking meeting hall, and made 
good use of the limited space of 
Habimoh's small stage. The 
poster on the wall announcing a 
performance of Morris Schwartz 
in Yiddish boasts three mis- 
spellings In four words. 

Dreyfus closes Habima's 1974/5 
sengon, and, tet ua hope, a period 
in the life of the theatre when the 
repertoire policy, if one existed, 
was governed by considerationa 
which had little to do with good 
theatre, let alone good national 
theatre.
